cor  j  Miration  legal  capacity  to  acquire,  lmv« 
hold,  use  and  enjoy  a  larger  amount  than 
that  to  which  it  is  or  shall  be  so  limited, 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  trustees,  di¬ 
rectors  or  managers  at  any  stated  meeting 
of  said  iioard,  and  from  iinlc  to  time,  t  « 
adopt  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole 
huuilicr  of  such  trustees,  directors  and  man¬ 
agers,  a  resolution  declaring  their  -  desire  to 
have  the  amount  so  enlarged,  and  stating 
’  the  amount  to  which  it  is  to  be  so  increased, 
and  to  cause  a  copy  of  such  resolution,  au¬ 
thenticated  and  verified  as  by  this  act  direct¬ 
ed,  to  be  filial  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  state.
